Judge John II. Druffel of the 
U. S. district court, com paring 
Hupman to Alger Hiss, sentenced 
the Dayton union officer to five 
years in the 
penitentiary 
and 
fined him $5,000. 
“ Ile is just as guilty of a con­ 
spiracy to overthrow this govern­ 
ment by force and violence as was 
Alger Hiss,” Druffel told the jury 
after it returned its verdict. The 
jurors deliberated only 50 minutes. 
Hiss was the former State De­ 
partm ent official convicted of per­ 
jury Jan. 21, 1950. He had denied 
passing 
secret 
documents 
for 
transmission to a Soviet spy ring. 
Hupman signed the non-Commu- 
nist affidavit so his local of the 
independent Electrical Workers Un 
ion could be recognized as a b ar­ 
gaining agent for the National L a­ 
bor Relations Board.

D RU FFEL SAID Hupman s con­ 
viction should serve as a warning 
to any other labor leaders w ho are

U.S. Opposes 
Recall O f U.N. 
Assembly Now

The United States with support of 
other big powers gave the cold 
shoulder today to India's proposal 
to recall the U. N. General Assem­ 
bly Feb. 9 for debate on Korea. 
Mrs. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, of 
India, the Assembly president, had 
issued the call earlier this week, 
asking for replies by Jan 22. 
The United States said it would 
not be able to decide by that date—

U.S. To Send Groups 
For Duty In Germany 


WASHINGTON LR — The United 
States is arm ing its forces in Ger­ 
many with guided missiles capable 
of carrying atomic warheads hun­ 
dreds of miles into Red territory. 
The Air Force announced last 
night that it will send two pilot­ 
less bomber squadrons to G er­ 
many this year. No details were 
given. 
This move seemed to 
fit 
into 
basic U. S. strategy defined by Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles in a New 
York speech Tuesday and affirmed 
by President Eisenhower 
at

news conference the next day. 
This strategy, 
Dulles 
said, 
is 
based on “ massive retaliatory pow­ 
e r ’’ to deter Soviet aggression.

THE wear and tear on the hu­ 
m an body often makes itself first 
known in the bones and join ts in 
a form of arthritis. Repeated in ­ 
jury to the bones and joints either I 
from one’s occupation or one’s 
habits may increase the arth ritic i 
symptoms. 
This arthritis is not the inflam ­ 
m atory type th at is so common, 
but rather is known as osteo­ 
arthritis. 
Frequently Affects Neck 
One of the most common sites 
of occurrence is in the neck. Its 
chief symptoms are pain in the 
back of the head, neck, and down 
the arm s. The pain is usually 
most severe in the shoulders. 
M ovement of the neck is limited 
and the muscles around it are 
hard and tender. 
Many tim es intervertebral disks, 
cartilage between the bones of 
the spine, or “shock absorbers” of 
the spine, as they are known 
medically, 
are 
also 
weakened. 
This weakening can cause severe 
ptessure on the nerves, and a 
B o o tin g type of neuritis pain. A 
diagnosis of osteoarthritis is usu­ 
ally easily made with X -rays. 
Most cases of arth ritis of the 
neck can be treated without sur­ 


gery. Sometim es the neck muscles 
are stretched by means of a trac­ 
tion device The patient may have 
to wear a special collar or head 
halter to hold the neck muscles 
up straight to help alleviate the 
pain. This releases the spasticity 
of the muscles. Sometimes the 
muscles must be injected with a 
local anesthetic solution in order 
to further relieve the spasticity. 
Massage and deep heat in the 
form of diathermy or short wave 
therapy are also of great help. 
The physician, after careful 
study of each case, will decide on 
the best method of treatment and 
his advice should be followed to 
the letter. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. J.: I had a coronary attack 
from which I recovered about a 
year ago. However, since the time 
of the attack, even on rest, I get 
severe pain shooting down my 
arms. W hat would you advise? 
Answer: Of course, you should 
be under the care of your physi­ 
cian. This disorder is probably 
due to a lack of adequate circula­ 
tion to your heart following the 
heart attack. Various drugs to in­ 
crease circulation are now avail­ 
able but should be taken only un­ 
der your doctor’s guidance.

Steady growth ot Circleville and 
Pickaway County has been reflect­

In addition to revealing an up­ 
surge of activity for the sheriff 
and his deputies, it disclosed a 
shade of a difference in a wide 
variety of calls and complaints 
during 1953. 
These ranged from routine auto­ 
mobile accident reports and trans­ 
fer of prisoners to Ohio peniten­ 
tiary, to investigation of violent 
deaths and confiscation of a still. 
During last year, a total of 965 
prisoners were locked up in t h e 
county jail, as com pared to 712 in 
1952, or an increase of 253.

That tax often made it more 
profitable for business to go into 
debt when it needed money to ex­ 
pand than to raise the money by

to the individual income tax. 
The House group proposes to lift 
gradually some of this latter bur­ 
den, so that the stockholder won’t 
have to pay income tax on all of 
the money he gets as a dividend. 
At the business end of the deal, 
investment bankers figure there 
will be (if the proposal passes Con­ 
gress) a shift in m anagem ent’s fi­ 
nancial thinking. They b e l i e v e 
there will henceforth be less em ­ 
phasis on going into debt when 
new money is needed by business.

NEW YORK un — Tenors are 
gifting almost as scarce as larks 
at the North Pole. 
Not 
bathroom 
tenor*. 
Too 
many of them. But real tenors, 
opera tenors, are in short sup­ 
ply. It s got some of them wor­ 
ried. 
“ In the 
entire 
world 
today 
there are only IO tenors who can 
sing major dramtic roles 
with 
authority,” said Ramon Vinay, a 
former baritone who became a 
tenoi by accident rather than in­ 
tent. 
“ As a result we have to travel 
like mad, Lnd we 
are 
getting 
tired. And some of us are show­ 
ing voice strain.” 
This may not appear much of 
a tragedy to the average man, 
who ordinarily doesn’t list tenors 
among the earth ’s major bless­ 
ings, but when a few top tenors 
go hoarse it is a real blow to the 
world of serious music. Some fel­ 
low has to hit 
all 
those 
high 
notes and kiss the dying soprano, 
or »ow can the opera go onn 
And it isn t as easy as it looks. 
“ Before a new production we 
rehearse for about three weeks,” 
said Vinay, who keeps in shape 
by weight lifting. “ And believe 
me, five hours on the stage of 
the Metropolitan Opera is like 12 
hours on the docks. I f s like push­ 
ing a street car 20 blocks. You 
come home and drop dead.” 
All tenors are unusual but even 
among his fellow tenors Vinay is 
a standout. He is a big bear-like 
man who looks like Luis Firpo, 
the former South A m e r i c a n 
heavyweight boxer. 
Vinay was bom in Chile, rais­ 
ed in France, and 
started 
his 
career pushing a broom in a 
Mexico City 
departn.ent store. 
He also worked as a traveling 
salesman and a 
medicine 
box 
m anufacturer before he 
settled 
down as a baritone in a small 
Mexican touring opera company. 
One night the regular tenor re­ 
fused to go on. Vinay cleared his 
throat, sang the role—and learn­ 
ed he was a natural tenor. 
“ I like it better,” he said, smil­ 
ing. “ The baiitone is always the 
villain and never gets to kiss the 
soprano. The tenor does. He is 
the hero and the sopranos are 


getting pleasanter to. kiss every 
year. 
“ But 
the audiences 
require 
more now than in the old days. 
They not only expect you to be 
able to sing. You must also act 
and look the p art.” 
Vinay, who starred in the Wag­ 
nerian festival at Bayreuth, Ger­ 
many, now tra /els up tx 50,000 
miles a year in America and 
Europe. He 
keeps 
apartments 
here and in Milan, but lives most 
of the year in hotel rooms. 
“ Many people don’t know how­ 
to feel at home in a hotel room,” 
he said. “ But home is a state of 
mind. You just hav*; 
to 
know 
how to make yourself comfortab­ 
le.” 
Vinay makes himself comfort­ 
able by toting along 
a 
medi­ 
cine ball which he blithely bounc­ 
es against the wall wher. he needs 
exercise. 
He 
sometimes 
also 
packs a five-foot telescope (as­ 
tronomy is one of his hobbies) 
and if he becomes bored he sets 
it up by the hotel window and 
scans the stars. 
“ It is very easy in this world 
to lose your sense of proportion,” 
he said. “ But when you look at 
the heavens through a telescope 
it reduces your personal prob­ 
lems of success or failure. It will 
give anyone a better perspective 
on his own importance—yes, even 
a tenor.”

Lunar eclipses can only happen 
at tho full moon. 
Solar eclipses 
occur only at the new moon. Since 
the moon’s orbit is Inclined five 
degrees to the ecliptic or plane of 
Ute earth's orbit, eclipses are ir­ 
regular. 
JLI the c oon’s path lay exactly 


between the sun and earth there 
would be an eclipse of tile sun 
every new moon followed by a 
lunar eclipse some two weeks later 
at the full moon.

HUMAN INTEREST In eclipses 
goes away back. There are refer­ 
ences to them in the writings hand­ 
ed down by the ancient Clunese, 
Babylonians and Assyrians. 
In those days, even civilized peo­ 
ples had superstitions about them. 
Shortly before the Christian era, 
Rome's legions, buttling the king 
of Macedon, thought an eclipse was 
a bad omen for him and promptly 
knocked his ears off. 
Incidentally, there will be only 
one other total eclipse this year— 
an eclipse of the sun. 
However, 
unless you live within a 00-rmle 
strip of land ranging from Yank­ 
ton, S. D., northeastward to H an­ 
cock, Mich., you won’t see It total. 
Besides, this total solar eclipse, 
which will happen on tile morning 
of June 30, will take place at dawn 
which, in June, Is goshavvful early 
to be up and around, even for an 
eclipse.
